the Germans evidently have been 
expecting a renewed campaign in 
the West. At Christmas Marshal 
von Rundstedt launched an un- 
expected counter-offensive in an 
obvious effort to interfere with 
‘General Eisenhower’s plans; and, 
to some extent, at any rate, he 
succeeded. Nevertheless, having 
got rid of the salient in the 
Ardennes, the British and 
Americans soon recovered their 
balance, with the result that five 
days ago they were able to mount 
a formidable offensive in the 
Aachen area. Although the Ger- 
mans for some weeks past have 
been waiting for this attack, 
which has been carried out 
mainly by the Ist and 9th 
American Armies and the 
Canadian Army under General 
Crerar, the 9th Army seems to 
have achieved a tactical surprise 
by its crossing of the Roer River. 
Weather conditions of late have 
not been favourable to offensive 
action. The river apparently has 
been in spate, and the Germans, 
by the destruction of an impor- 
tant dam, claim to have flooded 
a substantial area of the Roer 
plain. Yet the Americans have 
managed to get across the river 
and to have established several 
bridgeheads on the eastern side. 
The attack in the first instance 
was delivered between Diiren and 
Linnich on a front of some 
fifteen miles. This front has been 
extended during the last few days 
to almost thirty miles. The strong 
points of Diiren and Jiilich have 
been captured, and the Ist and 
9th American Armies have joined 
forces. In the area between the 
Maas and the Rhine General 
Crerar’s Canadians also are 
active. According to the latest 
bulletins, they have advanced 
three and a half miles in twelve 
hours, and are. assailing the 
German defences south and 
south-east of Calcar. The Ger- 
mans announce that their troops 
have been ordered to withdraw 
to the east of Jiilich and the 
north-east of Diiren to previously 
prepared positions; and Allied re- 
ports, while asserting that resist- 
ance so far has been “moderate,” 
admit that it is “stiffening” 
almost all along the line. Since 
the new offensive began the 
Allied troops have advanced to a 
‘depth of more than thirty miles. 
On Friday they took over 3,000 
prisoners—an unusually large 
number in the conditions that 
have been prevailing on the 
Western. Front. Evidently the 
tactical surprise that was gained 
by the 9th Army was mainly 
responsible for these figures; but, 
now that the Germans have had 
time to recover, progress is likely 
to be increasingly slow. In an 
interview yesterday, General 
Eisenhower declared that the 
object of the offensive was to 
bring about the destruction of 
those German troops who still are 
fighting on the west bank of the 
Rhine. He expressed the hope 
that the weather would continue 
to be reasonably favourable, in 
which event the Allies’ hopes 
of success would be greatly 
improved. - 

The new offensive differs from 
other major operations in this 
war in a number of ways. In the 


first place, although it is being 


carried out on a big scale, it has 


1 little or nothing of the terrific 


impetus of the offensives that 
have been made by the Russians. 
The British and Americans have 
a philosophy. of war widely 
different from that of the Russian 
General Staff. They believe in the 
greatest possible economy of man- 
power, striving, at all times, to 
achieve their military objectives 
with a minimum loss of life. In the 
long run this philosophy probably 
is the wiser; but the Russians seem 
to be prepared to incur the most 
appalling casualties in pursuit of 
their immediate aim. Hitherto, this 
policy has paid them imposing 
dividends. ‘Their advances since 
last July have been spectacular; 
nobody knows yet what their 
“ steam-rolling ” tactics have cost 
in human blood. ‘There is no 
doubt that the British and 
Americans have at their disposal 
vast and untapped tgp Pe 
respect of man-power. Up to the 
present, for example, while 
General Crerar’s Canadians have 
been attacking with the Ist and 
9th American Armies, there has 
been no-mention of the British 
2nd Army, which, presumably, is 
being held back pending a favour- 
able opportunity to -throw its 
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to fight until a German victory 
should have been assured. In

SIR——My Committee would be 
grateful tor an opportunity to 
expand the /rish Times report of 
Miss Butler’s remarks at the Housing 
Conference, held on February 
23rd. She wished to convey 
her conviction that a National 
Housing Board, acting in co-opera- 
tion with the Department of I 
Government, has become an 
essential factor for the solution of 
Eire’s housing probléms. She 
referred to the housing shortage in 
ural districts, and the lack of 
civilised amenities in rural dwellings, 
as one of the causés of the drift 
from country to city, and, therefore, 
a sound reason why housing should 
be considered as a national under- 
taking of which Dublin’s special 
problems constitute a part. (A sub- 
committee of such a Board might 
ca out the functions allotted to 
the Slum Clearance Board advocated 
by Dr. Collis.) My Committee are 
well aware of the many other argu- 
ments in favour of a National 
Housing Board, and the further con- 
ference arranged for March 2nd will 
deal with the provincial and rural 
problems it would have to tackle. . 
Several members of the audience 
poset at last Friday’s conference 
ave expressed a desire for a round 
table conference, where this pro- 
posal of a National Board, as well 
as of costs, rents and the extent to 
which pre-fabrication could be 
applied in Ireland, might be fully 
discussed.

* There are three valves on any 
brass instrument, These provide 
the player with six different notes. 
But it is up to the player himself 
to produce the right key and a 
scale in the right position. Mr. 
Bannister, for instance, can play 
most of the notes in a scale with- 
out using the valves at all. The 
valves seem to bs used merely to 
simplify and s up the work. 

_ Mr. Bannister says that any brass 
instrument is “a nice plumbin 
job.” When a valve is depressed it 
opens up a new length of tubing in 
the instrument. The current of air, 
going the longer way round, pro- 
duces a differcnt sound.
